request of the authorities of Lincoln Coun- 
tv, Missouri, where she is charged with as- 
sault with intent to kill. 

Her accuser is John Dyer, a_ former 
sweetheart, and her arrest at his Instiga- 
tion reveals a strange story, having for its 
features an alleged engagement to imarry 
a broken promise, the taunts of the faith- 
less lover, a desperate attempt to kill him 
by the jilted girl and threats to lynch him 


by the enraged farmers of the vicinity. 

Miss Kuda, who is a pretty girl, arrived 
in St. Charles Thursday from Troy, Mo., 
and at once secured employment in the 
family of Mr. Meyer, who lives in a hand- 
some house on Sixth street. Friday the con- 
stable at Moscow Mills, Lincoln County, no- 
iiiied Marshal Linnebur that the girl was 
wanted on a charge of assault to kill, pre- 
ferred by John Dyer of near Moscow Mills. 

Marshall Linnebur had no trouble in lo- 
cating the girl, and placed her under agrest. 
Saturday the Lincoln County constable 
came for her, and took her to Moscow Mills. 

Her father, Thomas Kuda, saagompanied 
the constable, and he and the by apotented 
against the arrest. To the Post-Dispatch 
they jolntly made a statement of their side 
of the case. 

“My daughter,” said Mr. Kuda, “was 
engaged to marry Dyer. They had been 
engaged sometime, and she was preparing 
for the wedding. In May he disappeared 
without telling her where he was going, 
and she heard nothing further from him 
until word came that he had married an- 
other girl. My daughter was much dis- 
tressed by this report, and at first was 
not disposed to credit it, but later she re- 
ceived information which left no room’ for 
doubt. 

“On Wednesday Dyer came to our house 
to see May. She can tell you what hap- 
pened.”’ 

“He laughed at me.’ said Miss Kuda, 
“and made a joke of his failure to marry 
me. He asked me how it feit to be left that 
way. I couldn't stand it, and I got a re- 
volver and told him if hedidn’t eet out I 
would shoot him. He took the revolver 
from me after a struggle. and ran down 
the road, shouting inat I had tried to kill 
him. He aroused th neighbors anda they 
came running to our house. When they 
asked me what was the matter I told them 
the circumstances. My story made them 
angry and several of them suggested that 
it would be a good idea to lynch Dyer. 
They seemed so determined that 1 got 
frightened and left home. 

“T ran and walked all the way to Troy, 

eleven miles, and there took a train for 
St. Charles. I don't think I ought to be 
arrested for what I did.’ 
The Lincoln county constable was not at 
all enthusiastic in the performance of his 
duty, and seemed to sympathize with = the 
girl. Mr. Kuda said he had no doubt that 
his daughter would be acquittel of the 
charge.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The administra- 
tion is making every effort to place the 
American military and naval forces in a 
condition of efficiency to respond to any de- 
mand. 

The war and navy departments ring with 
the bustle of preparation for hostlilities. 
Leave of absence for cfficers of both ser- 
vices ‘‘with permission to go beyond,gea,”’ 
have been stopped, and every man is ex- 
pected to hold himself in readiness to re- 
spond instantly to orders for foreigg ser- 
vice. 

In the supply of war materidl nothing 
has been overlooked. 

For months every available factory in the 
country has been working double shifts, 
turning out smokeless powder, fixed ammu- 
nition, shot, shell, rifles, cannon and ord- 
nance and quartermasters’ supplies of ey- 
ery description. 

These stores have been rushed to the Pa- 
cific coast with all speed, to be ready for 
instant shipment to the Orient. 

Manila will be the base of suppiigs for 
the American army in China, and two big 
troopships are making regular trips between 
that port and Taku, in addition to severa\ 
chartered vessels. 

In anticipation of the closing of naviga 
tion of the Gulf of Pechilt— Which freezes 
over early in the winter—it will be necessary 
tio land at least nine months’ supplies for 
our army in China before Nov. 1. The quar- 
termaster-general has bought 2D, OOO tons of 
coal and 2,000,000 feet of lumber for winter 
storehouses and barracks at Taku. 

In addition to this vast stores of heavy 
winter uniforms, double walled tents, camp 
etores and all manner of hospital stores 
and rations are being rushed forward 

Thousands of small campaign stoves have 
been sent: to Taku. Heavy winter clothing 
has also gone.

This Believed to Indicate That All China Is on the Verge 
of an Uprising and a War With the Whole World. 
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GAZLEE, BRITISH COMMANDER, HAS ARRIVED

LONDON, Aug. 4.—England is convinced that a general war in China is inevitable, 
and she is making extensive preparations for It. 

The latest news removes the last hope for an early restoration of peace, even should 
Pekin be captured by the allied army. 

Simultaneously come from different points in China these revelations: 

1. Official confirmation of the reports that the ministers in Pekin are held as host- 
ages, 

”. An official announcement that no message will be delivered to any of them ®Be- 
cause the allies are marching on the capital—which sounds Ike a defiant declaration of 
war in answer to the American ultimatum. 

3. A report that they will be killed if the international troops press on. 

4. Last, and most significant of all, cable messages to London and Washington 
that the foreigners have fled from Chungking. 

William Pritchard Morgan, M. P., has extensive business interests in China, and his 
agents, scattered throughout the empire, keep him fully informed of everything going 
on. He has, on previous occasions, given to the Post-Dispatch inside information upon 
Chinese affairs in advance, and the accuracy of his news has been fully attested later. 
Tie assured the Post-Dispatch that the ministers in Pekin were safe at a time when 
every European government was in despair, convinced that the stories of massacre 
were true. 

Mr. Morgan has shown to the Post-Dispatch correspondent what he regards as 
the gravest news yet—this message, just received from Edward Bush, his agent at 
Chungking, which supplements the dispatch of Consul Fowler to the government 
at Washington. 

The (British) consul (M. F. A. Fraser) and the Europeans have left Chungking 
in obedience to instructions from the (British) foreign office in consequence of the 
advance on Pekin.” 

Chungking is 1250 miles from the sea in the remotely interior province of Szech- 
uen, In the Far Upper Yangste region. It is an important town of 100,000 Iinhabi- 
tants, which has long had a large foreign trade and where foreigners have here- 
tofore lived in quietness and peace. The fact that they have had to fly now—even 
the British consul going with them—proves that the anti-foreign fever pervades the 
whole vast empire of China and that its 400,000,000 of people are arayed to give battle 
to the rest of the world. 

HONG KONG, Aug. 4.—All is quiet at Canton, but there fs great activity at the 
Bogue forts, which are fully manned and on the walls of which flags are hoisted.

There is every indication that the Chinese government is awakening to the grav- 
ity of the situation. It fs endeavoring to throw the responsibility for the outrages in 
Pekin and elsewhere on the mob. Through diplomacy it is seeking to foment interna- 
tional jealoustes to prevent the advance of troops on Pekin, to escape lawful punish- 
ment and to patch up a peace. The foreigners here feel that the Chinese government 
is responsible for the chaos, and they are indignant at the reception given to Li Hung 
Chang at Shanghatl. 

It is the conviction of everyone that no halfway measures should be used. There 
is nothing to prevent a march on Pekin and the overthrow of the present govern- 
ment. It Is commonly asserted that if thisis not done the same trouble will be re- 
peated every few vears.

BISHOP CRITICISES CUBAN MAR- 
RIAGE LAWS. 


The Address Delivered at the Reunion 
of the Knights of Columbus 
Held at Atlantic City 
New Jersey. 


ATLANTIC*CITY, N. J.. Aug. 4.—At the 
embarkation day reunion of the Knights of 
Columbus, held here today, the principal 
address was delivered by Right Rev. Jas.

The Boers Explain Why They Did Not 
Fight in the Caleden Valley— 
More Asking Terms of 
Surrender. 


BLOEMFONTEIN, Aug. 4.—A train on 
board of which was United States Consul 
Stowe, and over which was flying the stars 
and stripes, has been derailed and burned 
at Honingspruit, south of Kroonstad by a 
fiying patrol of Boers. No prisoners were 
taken. 


There are 2500 Boer prisoners at Gen. 


Hunter's camp and 150 prisoners and nine 
Zuns at Gen. lan Hamilton's camp. There 
were about 5000 in the Caleden Valley orig- 
inally, but some refused to acquiesce in 
ven. Prinsloo’s syrrender and slipped away 
in the night. These have now sent in, 
asking for terms of surrender. 

It will take some days to ascertain the 
exact number. 

The Boers who excuse themsélves for not 
fighting say they are in a hopeless position, 
The ravines were choked with wagons, 
which were placed in the most dangerous 
Spots of the roads, which were blocked for 
20 miles. 

Lord Roberts has telegraphed to the war 
office that Gen. Hunter reports that 3348 
men have surrendered to him altogether. 

Gen. lan Hamilton, continuing his move- 
ments towards Rustenberg, engaged the 
Boers in the Magaliesberg range Thursday. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Rhodes and Maj. G. 
A. Wiliiams were among the 41. British 
wounded. The Boers left two dead and sev- 
eral badly wounded. 

A Boer force was attacked by Gen. Knox 
near the railway north of Kroonstad 
Wednesday, und left five wagons and a lot 
of cattle.

Brought Over to Edit a Paper and Then

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A persistent hunt 
after facts concerning Enrico Malatesta, 
whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with the killing 
of Kink Humbert, has brought out the 
story of how he came to locate in Pater- 
son, N. J., and how he nearly lost his life 
there. 

The anarchists of Paterson, having start- 
ed a paper, looked about for an editor of 
international fame, and the choice fell on 
Malatesta. At that time he was living in 
exile on a little island near Sicily. The 
Paterson society determined to liberate 
him. They raised a sufficient sum of money 
and sent it over to their compatriots in 
London, with instructions as to how lit 
should be used. The London anarchists 
communicated with a friend of Malatesta’s 
living in Tunis. That friend chartered a 
small sailboat and succeeded in freeing 
the arch anarchist from his island prison. 
Malatesta first sailed to Tunis; then he 
went to London. where he was ranturously 
welcomed by his old time acquaintances 
He was supplied with funds for a tour in 
the United States. and arrived in Septem- 
ber, 1899. He repaired at once to Paterson, 
where an even more cordial welcome was 
extended to him. Shortly afterward Mala- 
testa started on a lecturing tour to the 
centers of anarchy. The fourth lecture of 
the series was given in Hoboken. The hal) 
was crowded with anarchists and socialists, 
among them Esteve, Guabello, Cravello and 
Bressl. 

At a certain point in the oration one Paz- 
zagita raised a voice of protest 
There was- a: war of words. FPaz- 
zagila lost his temper, insulted Malatesta 
and invited him to leave the hall and settle 
the matter outside. Malatesta in a passion, 
was on the point of descending from the 
platform. when Pazzagila drew a revolver 
and shot him in the thigh. Bressi threw 
himself upon the would-be assassin and 
disarmed him. 

It was this act which won for Bressi the 
friendship of his leader, who looked upon 
him as the savior of his life, Malatesta be- 
ing unarmed at the time. 

As soon as Malatesta recovered from 
his wound he continued his lecture 
tour and was always accompanied by 
Rressi to guard him from further violence 
It was well known, however, that Pazza- 
gila had repented of his attack and prom- 
ised never to repeat it.

Miss Eva Cull Said He Chas- 
tised Her, 


PUT HER FROM THE HOUSE. 


MR. ‘CULL DISCHARGED BY THE 
TRIAL JUDGE. 


Father Said the Young Woman Would 
Remain Out at Nights Unseason- 
ably and He Had Tried to 
Correct Her. 


Miss Eva Cull, a handsome and stylishly- 
dressed young woman, residing at 
Pope avenue, appeared in the second dis- 
trict police court Saturday morning to 
prosecute her father, Charles Cull, on the 
charge of disturbing the peace.

The young woman was asked if she de- 
pended on her father for support. She re- 

lied; ' 

Pe Well, I suppose we are, but then I think 
I could get along without him. Mother is 
dead and there are only George and my- 
self to look after. George received a Worse 
beating than 1 did Friday night. To save 
us from disgrace we hesitated to prouse- 
cute papa before now.’ 

“What led him to strike you?’ 

“O, he wants to keep me in the house 
all the time. I attend to all of the house- 
work and occasionally go out with my girl 
friends in the evening. 

Mrs. Dora Cull, who lives next door at 
2337 Pope avenue, testified that Cull had 
called his daughter improper names. She 
did not see him strike her, but knew that 
on previous occasions his paternal affection 
was not what it shouid be. 

When Miss Eva Cull left the witness stand 
she showed a large bump on her head whicnh, 
she said, had been inflicted by her father 
with the clothes pole. 

In reply to questions she stated that she 
was 18 years old, and had acted as house- 
keeper for her father since her mother's 
death, which occurred eight years ago. 

In presenting his defense Cull dec ared

The marine corps of the United States js often thought to be 
an undefined species in the military service, neither soldier nor 
sailor. A marine is proverbially gullible, but, in fact, is as 
skeptical as the ordinary man, and is just as brave and pa- 
‘triotic as the soldier or the ‘“‘man behind the gun.” 

In China the marines seem to be doing their full share of 
fighting. In peace they police the ship, but when warm times 
approach and Uncle Sam finds it necessary to put his sea 
power on Jand the marine is sent ashore. The casualty lists 
coming in from Tien Tsin show how he bears himself. 

The marine corps was organized by the Continenta] Con- 
gress in 1775. In the revolution marines were distinguished 
for bravery and in 1803 taught the Tripolitans a lesson they 
did not forget. Again in 1815 they fought with conspicuous 
gallantry at New Orleans and in the Mexican war were in the 
front. At Chapultepec, Gen. Scott said: “Where the fighting 
was thickest there the marines were.” 

American marines are brave because they are Americans. 
For the same reason they are discreet, orderly and efficient. 
No arm of the military service of the United*’States has ever 
failed to do its duty, but for some unaccountable reason the 
marines have been neglected in the distribution of glory. It is 
time to give them their due.

This is what in the East is called kismet and in the West 
fatalism. ‘‘What is to be will be,” is one way of expressing it. 
“He who is born to be hanged will never be drowned,” is 
another. The close kinship of all branches of the human 
family is evidenced, perhaps, more clearly by the universal 
prevalence of the fatalist idea than by any other psychologic 
phenomena. We call it an Oriental idea, but it is Occidental, 
too.

Nepotism was always a reproach, but few politicians have 
been strong enough to reject the claim of kin.

If that one 
happens to be governor or mayor he Ought to remember that 
his relations and his wife's are probably not so clever as he 
is by half, and shouldn't be taken from the private station 
whieh they so richly adorn.

The censorship of newa from the Philippines is not re- 
laxed. On the contrary, it seems to be more rigorous than 
ever. 

The dispatches of the Associated Press from Manila giving 
an account of the failure of the native celebration of the 
promised amtesty were marked “edited by the censor," 

Reports of military operations may in most instances pass 
under the inspection of military censors. It is never wise to 
jet anything go out which may possibly be turned to the 
uses of the enemy. But in this case the reports were of a 
purely political character, No military problem or condition 
could possibly be affected by the publication, in detail, of 
all the facts. 3 

Of course the reason of this unwarranted interference with 
the rights of the free press is found in the necessities of the 
Administration. But if political intelligence is censored in 
Manila, why can it not be censored tn Washington or New 
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sure to be reached at no distant day unless the people find 
a way to put a stop to this nefarious juggling. 

There is surprising news from Spain. Instead of ruin, pros- 
perity has come to the Spaniards. They do not say they got 
it from Mr. McKinley, but doubtless he gave it to them. The 
news runs thus: ‘‘No longer drained of her young men to 
maintain a colonial empire, and free from the annual expense 
of $100,000,000 which it was costing to retain the colonies, Spain 
is prospering. The Government asks for a loan of $200,000,000, 
and the Spanish people subscribe $600,000,000. New factories 
are being built, even electric cable works; electric traction is 
being introduced in the Spanish cities, and at Madrid, such is 
the increased activity in business and travel, two fine new 
hotels are to be built at once. Every improvement known to 
modern hotels will be introduced.. Today Spain, once more 
thriving, is buying heavily of machinery and sending large or- 
ders to the United States.”

GOLD STOCK OVER ESTIMATED 


Careful Study of Conditions Indicates 
That It Is About $100,000,000 
Too Great. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—According to 
the opinion of Director Roberts of the mint, 
some modification of the present estiniate 
of the stock of gold in the country will 
doubtless be made as the result of an ex- 
tended inquiry that is being made by this 
bureau, and by Mr. Muleman of the New 
York subtreasury, but the reduction will 
be small as compured with the stock 

Mr, Muleman, according to Mr. Roberts, 
has been a diligent student of the subject 
for years, and is of the opinion that owing 
chiefly to errors, made prior to 1885, the 
estimate has been too large by perhaps 
$1.00, 000,000 He attacks the original esti- 
mate made by Dr. Linderman, and argues 
that it was $29,000,000 too high, and he has 
recently made an exhaustive investigation 
of imports and exports of coin and bullion 
Bince 1873. Ky checking these from other 
sources of information, he is led to believe 
that at times bullion and foreign coin have 
been reported domestic coin, which would 
carry error into the estimate of coin stock. 
He thinks these errors in reported exports 
and im ,0rts may have increased the esti- 
mates y as much as $45,000,000. Mr. Mule- 
man’s tables are very elaborate and will re- 
quire considerable time for review. Some 
ef his corrections’ doubtless will be ac- 
cepted, and the amount finally deducted 

m the previous estimate, as a result of 
the revision, probably will be between $50, - 
000,000 and $100,000, 000,000.

PRIVATE DAVE HAMMONS 


OF ST. LOUIS WOUNDED 


IN BATTLE OF TIEN TSIN 


Brave Soldier's Widowed | 
Mother Heard From Him 
Last in Philippines. 


HIS FATHER WAS A SOLDIER. 


Young St. Louisan in the Thickest of 
the Famous Fight and There Is 
Anxiety as to the Result of 
His Wound. 


Dispatches received by the Post-Dispatch 
tell of the wounding in the first battle of 
Tien Tsin, on July 13, of David H. Ham- 
mons, a St. Loutsan, and the only St. Louis- 
an who was wounded in the great fight. 

Private Hammons was a member of Com- 
pany F, the company that sustained the 
greatest ioss, seven men being killed and 11 
wounded, 

Hammons is the only son of Mrs. Sarah 
J. Hammons of 3931 Russell avenue. 

The attack on the native city of Tien Tsin 
was made on July 13, as related by Frede- 
rick Palmer, the special correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, who was on the battle- 
field and witnessed the onslaught by the 
allied armies. 

Col. Emerson H. Liscum of the Ninth Reg- 
iment was in command of the American | 
troops, and he lost his life in the battle. 
Besides Col. liscum there were seven oth- 
ers in his regiment killed and 91 wounded 
out of 426. This made a casualty list of al- 
most 25 per cent of the entire regiment. 

It was arranged for Col. Liscum’s men 
to support the Japanese, but the plans were 
not made‘clear to him. The Ninth was led, 
with Col. Liscum at‘their head, through the 
open gate of the city and under the immedi- 
ate fire of the Chinese. The Americans 
were subjected to fire not only from the 
loopholes of the fort, but from the embras- 
ures in the line of fortified mud houses at 
their flank. More than 3000 rifles were turned 
on them and the aim of the Chinese was 
infinitely more deadly than the allies had 
thought possible. 

The Chinese fire was so accurate that no 
order was sent anywhere without two men 
to carry it. Litter men and surgeons who 
went out on the field to pick up the 
wounded of the Ninth who fell in action 
were picked off by the Chinese sharpshoot- 
ers. It was impossible to carry the wounded 
of the Ninth from the position they had at- 
tained and no attempt was made until 
night, when under the cover of darkness 
the men of the Ninth crept in bearing the 
wounded and dead. 

Of the nine companies of the Ninth tak- 
ing part In the battle Company F. under 
command of First Lieutenant William K. 
Naylor, sustained the largest number of

casualties, there being seven killed and 
eleven wounded. Company F was in the 
thick of the fight, but it never wavered and 
was the first of the Americans to enter 
the city. 

Thoughs David H. Hammons, the St. 
Louisan who took part in the heroic charge 
at Tien Tsin, and who is wounded, is only 
21 years old, he is a veteran of the Span- 
ish-American war. His father, whose full 
name he bears, was a captain in the Con- 
federate army and was in the Sixth Mis- 
souri. When young Hammons was 18 years 
old he enlisted in this city and was as- 
signed to Troop E of the Second United 
States Cavalry. He was anxious to see ac- 
tive service, but was disappointed in this, 
as his regiment was at Fort MacPherson 
ana afterward at Montauk. He returned to 
St. Louls-in January of 1899 with an hon- 
orable discharge and high commendations 
from his commanding officers. He re- 
mained home four months and then again 
enlisted, this time bejng assigned to Cali- 
fornia and afterward going to the Philip- 
pines, 

The last letter his mother received from 
him was under date of June 14. He was 
then at Parlac, in the Philippines. He was 
in good health and spirits. He mentioned 
two important surrenders, that of Col. de 
Leon and his regiment and Gen. Macabolas 
and his troops. The rainy season was open- 
ing at the time he last wrote. He said 
nothing about expecting to be sent to China 
and the first his mother knew that he was 
there was when she learned that he was 
wounded. 

Mrs. Hammons {is much concerned re- 
garding her son’s condition. but. she is 
hopeful his wounds are not dangerous and 
that she will hear directly from him soon.
